The be*t way 
to prevent these diseases is to 
destroy the breeding places of the 
mosquito. Thev breed in standing 
water, therefore, one should d«*ain, 
ditch, or fill such places, spray 
oil on water each week, or stock 
the water with surface minnows 
ftr they will eat the wiggletails.
